Food Inspection 


WASHINGTON (LPA)—House- 
wives United, a non-profit con- 
Sumer group with headquarters 
here, has been formed to battle 
cuts in the budget of the Food and 
Drug Administration, 


Mrs. Louis B. Wright, president, 
explained that “if we eat four mil- 
lion pounds of unclean food next 
year, we'll each save a penny.” 
The budget cuts, she said, 
mean the firing of 25 per cent of 
FDA's inspectors. And that is the 
equivalent of permitting four mil- 
lion pounds of contaminated food 
to reach our tables.” 


FDA spent $5,600,000 this year to 
Police drug, food and cosmetic in- 
dustries which sell 
worth of products annually. FDA 
ehecks for products dangerous to 
public health, products that con- 
tain filthy ingredients, and prod- 
ucts which are falsely labeled and 
sold at fancy prices (such as horse- 
meat for hamburger and oleo for 
butter). 


Women’s Status 


CHICAGO (LPA)—A campaign 
to improve working conditions for 
women members and wipe out re- 
maining wage differences based on 
sex has been launched by the CIO 
United Packinghouse Workers. 

Plans for the campaign were 
made by 200 delegates, more than 
75 percent of them women, to a 
National Conference of Women’s 
Activities, first of its kind ever 
held by the union. 

Among the goals of the cam- 
paign are: improved rest room 
facilities, adequate police protec- 
tion for women working late 
shifts, minimum of one year’s ma- 
ternity leave after delivery, exten- 
sion of half-pay benefits for ex- 
pectant mothers beyond the pres- 
ent eight weeks and 
opportunities for Mexican. 
Negro women.

But consumer 
debt increased by $501 billion in 
April, pushing total outstanding 
consumer credit to a record high of 
nearly $26.2 billion, or $5.2 billion 
above 1952.

ing intolerance, whether intolerance be aimed at class, creed, 
or color. Certainly the resolution to do more to fight intoler- 
ance is a good one to bring up on our Independence Day. 

On this particular Independence Day, Labor Reports em- 
phasizes that particular and very dangerous form of intoler- 
ance which consists in being “absorbed in the pride of our 
own history and accomplishments,” and so being “seldom 
aware that half of the world is just now arriving at the point 
at which we were in 1776 and is struggling to accomplish 
now what we did then.” 


Labor Reports goes on to say, ‘“Let’s look at Asia,” and 
cites the situation in India, Pakistan, Burma, Indonesia, the 
Philippines, Korea, and Indo-China, and then, ‘‘Let’s look at 
Africa,’ where the desire for freedom is seething as is the 


opposite desire to crush it by force. Labor Reports concludes: | 


“People everywhere are awakening. Their mood is similar to 
that of 1776. They naturally expect understanding and support 
from our country, which was itself born in a revolution for free- 
dom. 


“Will we understand these stirrings? Will we act as friends 
and leaders or remain content with our own good fortune? 


“If in the past we realize that a country cannot exist half slave 
and half free, today we must realize this also applies to the world 
as a whole. The struggle between freedom and slavery is world 
wide, and the outcome is in the balance. What better time is there 
for U. S, to demonstrate its belief in Independence than on this day 
to announce to the oppressed and enslaved peoples everywhere 
that the U. S. is with them. Independence for all.” 

Labor Reports insists that if we don’t develop this sym- 
pathetic constructive attitude toward these sister countries 
struggling for freedom, we shall be playing directly into the 
hands of Soviet Russia. That is an elementary truth to which 
many of us in the labor movement itself have not attained.

union meetings to discuss our own 
welfare, 

Let us not think for one minute 
that this right is something that 
has to be. Our indifference in this 
matter only adds fuel to the sg 
that a few politicians would like 
to take this right from us. 


Members who have been in the 
organization a short time feel that 
they cannot offer advice, give facts 
or express themselves as thorough- 
ly as the more experienced mem- 
bers. But by stating facts and ask- 
ing questions a member will soon 
know that he too can and will be 
attentively listened to. The newest 
member can help in reaching the 
proper and important decisions. 

Even though our officers are in 
a different position, their rights ex- 
tend no farther than any one else. 
For example a president of a un- 
ion may take part in debate on any 
subject after turning the gavel over 
to the next highest ranking officer. 
He can make necessary rulings, 
but these are always subject to ap- 
peal and can be changed by a ma- 
jority vote of the members present. 
At any time any of our local rules 
(or laws) need be amended or new 
ones added it should be the duty 
of a member to present it before 
the membership for consideration. 

No member can vote intelligently 
upon any subject or from an opin- 
ion on an issue if sufficient infor- 
mation is lacking. Only members 
with paid up cards should be en- 
titled to vote on any matter. No 
member can be compelled to ac- 
cept something that he opposes in 
order to get something else that 
he favors. All rules should be based 
on common sense and decency and

jnegotiations are in progress. 

All of the details and matter 
mentioned here may seem a bit 
|trivial to some of the old timers 
‘in the union movement, but re- 
member we were all new in the 
movement at some time or another. 
With the opportunity to express 
jhimself and the assurance he will 
|be heard, the younger members 
are the only ones that can make 
the union what it will be in the 
future. 


Nebraska Repeals OK 
Of Millionaires’ Bill 


LINCOLN, Nebr. (LPA)— Sev- 
enth state to take such action, Ne- 
jbraska has rescinded earlier ap- 
proval of the “millionaires’ amend- 
ment” which would place greater 
tax burdens on wage earners by 
limiting income levies to 25 per 
cent, 

Leading the fight to repeal a 
resolution passed in 1949 by the 
legislature asking Congress to call 
ja constitutional convention for 
jadoption of the amendment was 
Sen. W. J. Williams, aided by Sen. 
George Syas, member of the Inter- 
national Association of Machinists. 

Said Williams: “I voted for the 
resolution in 1949, and I hope the 
people of Nebraska, and especially 
those in my district, will forgive 
me for the worst blunder in my 
political career.” The convention, 
once in session, he pointed out, 
could “revamp the U. S, Consti- 
tution from the preamble to the 
very last amendment” and “this 
is explosively dangerous.”
